Allies Shelling

ALLIED patrols yesterday found 
the Germzns on the alert to 
prevent river crossings on either 
side of Florence, according to 
Reuter’s Correspondent at Allied

Eighth Army artillery is shelling 
German positions on both sides of 
the city. East of Florence, two 
direct hits have been scored on a 
bridge over the Arno, three miles 
west of Pontassieve, which is still 
being used by the Germans. Five 
miles west of Florence, Allied 
tanks and mortars are harassing 
Germans in the Signa area. and 
German positions east of Signa are 
under shell fire.

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The flying bomb, or’ pilotless 
aeroplane, as the published 


is, perhaps, the most terrible, if 
not the miost destructive, of 
science’s contributions to the 
world war. Already the question 
is asked, in a. contemporary 


Powers will 
weapon’s use, already the 
difficulty of so humane a decision 
becomes plain. It might be 
possible for civilisation effectively 
to outlaw the submarine; for the 
submarine is unique in having no 
use to which it can be put in 
peace. This is not. so with avia- 
tion: for every nation has its civil 
flotillas of the air in peace-time, 
and these instantly would be used 
on the outbreak of war, if no 
bombers and fighters existed, so 
that we may judge with assurance 
that aerial warfare can be 
abolished no more. readily than 
land or sea warfare, unless 
warfare itself be Brought to an 
end. The pilotless aeroplane will 
have its pacific uses when it is 
developed: with the resources of 
the laboratories of. all countries; 
therefore, existing in peace as a 
useful engine, it will remain ‘a 
potential weapon. Its use will be 
for the swift despatch of mails 
and goods from land to land, 
perhaps from continent to 
continent, when once precision in 
its direction is achieved. This 
was sure to come some time. 
Long since, great cities have dis- 
tributed mail-bags by subter- 
ranean, automatic trains; and this 
principle of pilotless transport was 
certain to be applied to the air, 
where safety, in addition to con- 
venience and economy, makes the 
elimination of the human factor 
desirable. If, then, the cities of 
the future will send their loads 
through the air in robot fliers, the 
measure of destructive power 
developed will be such as to appal 
the imagination. Whatever aero- 
planes can carry with pilots—and 
the raid which drops 1,000 tons of 
bombs is now a commonplace— 
so much, and more, the pilotless 
air-vehicles will be able hereafter 
to hurl to a finely« determined 
destination. Clearly, the new 
weapon, though it is unlikely to 
reach full pitch of development in, 
the present struggle, has armed 
civilisation with means to destroy 
itself, if civilisation fails ‘to end 
its own internal rivalries. Aware 
of this fact, the Powers in council 
will realise that they must end 
their mutual rivalry, or perish 
together. The first flying bomb, 
launched in wrath in the summer 
of 1944, may prove—we earnestly 
hope it—the harbinger of good 
things not envisaged when some- 
one cried “ havoc.”

Although reports in 
Western Europe had hitherto 
spoken of the Arabs as terrorists, 
bandits, and so forth, such ex- 
pressions were no more. justified 
than the same expressions used less 
than a ration ago about our 
own national forces. The Arabs, 
in 1936, had formed the regret- 
table opinion, founded on their in- 
terpretation of the history ae 
Ireland and Iraq, that the only way 
to get justice out of Britain was 
armed insurrection. Sir Harold 
MacMichael’s term of office has 
been mostly coincident with the 
White Paper policy, during which 
time the Arabs have been quies- 
cent, and the Jews very active. 
Even during the course of the war 
the “Stern Gang” and the Re- 
visionists have been responsible for 
a stream of such acts. 

Of the general tenor of your 
article, I would like to point out 
that comment on Palestine should 
be extremely careful. The problem 
is extremely complex, and on this 
side of the Mediterranean the Arab 
case largely goes by default, while 
the Zionist case is always with us. 
Praiseworthy sympathy with the 
Jews should not lead us to desire 
the perpetuation of injustice and 
bitterness in the Near East. To live 
and work in Palestine teaches one 
that the Palestine problem and the 
Jewish problem are distinct, that 
Palestine is not suitable to solve the 
Jewish problem, and that it is a 
very great pity that the Zionists have 
consisgntly rejected offers of more 
suitable places. 

It is worth noticing that hardly 
anywhere in the world is there more 
sympathy and understanding towards 
Ireland than among the Arabs, who, 
with considerable justice, feel their 
position to be analogous with our 
past, and, to some extent, with our 
present, and who have already heard 
Jews recommend to Britain the 
National Home as having the advan- 
tage of creating on the Levant a 
“little loyal Jewish Ulster.” Our 
own border is trouble enough, with- 
out our recommending the creation 
of another six counties, especially 
as of Palestine’s million Arabs 
200,000 are Christians, part dating 
from, the Crusades, and part from

POINTS FROM LETTERS 


G.B.S.—I read with great interest 
the recent letter of Mr. G. B. Shaw 
in your issue of August 9th. Mr. 
Shaw, as is well known, is a 
crusader in many fields, and his 
opinions are invariably worth 
examination. In the field of nutrition 
and dietetics, he rightly calls the 
attention of the public to’ proper 
and adequate diets. The greatest 
advance that medical science has 
made in recent years has been along 
the lines of improved nutrition, for 
faulty food and dirt are the chief 
elements in the cause of disease. In 
the report of the Hot Springs Food 
Conference of 1943 we read: “A 
sound -food and nutrition policy 
must be adopted by each Govern- 
ment. . . , . .- Given the will, we 
have the power to build in every 
nation a people more fit, more 
vigorous, more competent, a people 
with longer, more productive lives, 
and with more physical and mental 
‘stamina that the world has ever 
known.” 

On the question of vaccination 
for small-pox, there is hardly a 
correct statement in his wide para- 
graph. This operation is not 
“ dangerous and grossly unscientific.” 
On the contrary,. where adopted it 
i has extinguished a disease that was 
ofice as common as measles and 
whooping-cough are to-day. It is 
one of the most absolute and 
certain facts of medical science that 
vaccination protects against small- 
pox. No Mr. Shaw or any other 
Don Quixote can alter that fact. 
We do not hear of troops in this 
war dying of typhoid, a disease 
which killed more soldiers in the 
Boer War than fell by the enemy's 
missiles. Why? Because they have 
been inoculated against it. But 
these simple preventive measures are 
to Mr. Shaw an “exploded super- 
stition.” 

_ Mr. Shaw asserts that his educa- 
tion “has been entirely contro- 
versial.” Who ever heard of a 
controversialist being impartial?—

we may - glad of such assets in 
the post-war period.

He was re- 
garded as a certainty, however, 
until the night when the father was 
to announce the winner. Unfor- 
tunately, Hippokleides got extremely 
drunk at dinner, and executed a 
sensational pas seul upon the table, 
to the horror of his host, who said:

DONEGAL BIRDS 


The Committee of the Irish 
Society for Protection of Birds has 
been informed by the acting County 
Sec for Donegal that at the 
méeting of the Donegal County 
Council on ay 29th a resolution 
was unanimously passed to apply 
to the Minister for Justice for an 
Order that will give special close 
time protection in that county from 
March Ist to December Ist to the 
following wild birds: — Golden 
eagle, sea eagle, buzzard, peregrine 
falcon, kestrel, owls (every kind), 
chough, goldfinch, chaffinch, linnet, 
redpoll, skylark, wagtail (every 
kind), bittern and all kinds of diver, 
grebe and tern. 

The issue of the Order requested 
will give Donegal a high place 
among counties where special pro- 
tection is given to threatened and 
valued birds. 

It is noi improbable that readers 
of the list given may be puzzled 
at the non-inclusion of a few species 
obviously in need of and desiring 
protection, and may particularly 
wonder at the apparent forgetfulness 
which seems to have left out of 
5 a the corncrake and the quail. 
The reason, however, is that both 
the quail and the corncrake are 
already protected through the entire 
year, under an Order issued at the 
request of the Game Protection 
Society, without whose voice in the 
matter—as game birds are placed 
outside the ambit of the Wild 
Bird Protection Act—no such pro- 
tection could have been legally 
given. The thanks that are due to 
the Game Protection Society for its 
action in the matter are tendered 
to it by the Irish Society for Pro- 
tection of Birds in its report for 
the present year, and will be gladly 
echoed by all lovers of bird life and 
of nature. C.B.M.

SOLVING HOSPITAL 
BED PROBLEM 


‘At yesterday's meeting of the 
General Purposes Committee of the 
Dublin Corporation, Councillor J. 
Larkin suggested that, instead of 
the roposal that the Council 
should contribute a sum estimated 
at £90,000, ‘towards the cost ovo:

This 
was the reason why many doctors 
objected to the public control of 
hospitals. , 

The setting up of a general 
hospital, Mr. Larkin added, would 
be the best answer to those of the 
medical profession who denied 
treatment to those needing it, 
owing to the lack of beds. Measur- 
ing the cost of a bed at £400 in an 
hospital of 250 beds, it would really 

a more economic proposition 
than the present unorganised 
system of the treatment of the 
common people, he said. 

It was decided to appoint a sub- 
committee to examine the , whole 
matter of the treatment of Dublin 
citizens in the city hospitals, the 
financial position, and the proposal

They 
were not to be shaken in this story. 
They had seen it happen with their 
own eyes. 

There has never been an appari- 
tion at the well. The water has 
achieved no instantaneous or 
miraculous cures. But for hundreds 
and hundreds of years people have 
come to drink of the water on 
August 15th. Many of them have 
believed that they were cured of 
their ailments by being at the well; 
although there seems to be nobody 
now alive in Slane to whom this 
has actually happened. : 

But, neverthéiúiú: they come— 
with bottles wrapped in newspapers. 
The men dip into the well and fill 
the bottles. Most of them drink 
the water there and then. Some 
of the older women kneel amo 
the trees, where the spring rises, an 
pray for a shórt moment.

Apostles’ Stone 


Save for the older women who 
kneel and pray, there is little open 
sign of devotion. It is a feast day. 
There is a football match farther 
along the river bank in the field 
below Castle Conyngham. The men 
are dressed in their Sunday clothes. 
They laugh ana joke with one 
another as they drink from the 
bottles of water. 

But everyone of them can tell you 
something about St. rc, the 
Hermitage in which he lived close 
by the well, and the Apostles’ Stone.

FEATURE of Rural Week in 

Kilkenny yesterday wa a dis- 
play of the Economic Farm Unit 
arranged by the National Planning 
Conference. A talk was given by 
Mr. E. Richards Orpen, Ennis- 
corthy, who explained that the 
Economic Farm Unit was an orga- 
nisation in which the agricultural 
community within a particular area 
could combine together in an 
economic group, making possible 
the use of modern methods of pro- 
duction and merchandise in what- 
ever was best suited to the geo- 
graphical position, and methods of 
husbandry suitable to the neigh- 
bourhood, instead of each producer 
selling individually in competition 
with his neighbour. h 

The basic idea, Mr. Orpen said, 
was the grouping of small farms 
together so that they could have 
some of the advantages of the 
bigger farm. 

He suggested that the whole 
country should be divided into 
economic farm units, and that each 
unit should be worked by the 
Guild of Muintir na Tire. The unit 
could begin to function as soon as 
marketing organisation had been set 
up. A very important function of 
the unit was a machinery pool 
which provided modern, expensive 
equipment for use on farms within 
the unit. i
